SAN CLEMENTE, Calif., Aug. 27— 
‘Presidential intimate Charles (Bebe) 
Kebozo was revealed today as the 
unnamed silent partner who joined 
Robert Abplanalp in buying back from 
Mr. Nixon the 23 acres surrounding 
the President’s 5.9-acre oceanfront San 
Clemente homesite. 

The identification of Rebozo came 
in a detailed audit of the fiscal trans- 
actions involved in the purchases of 
presidential residences at San Cle- 

j mente and Key Biscayne. It was in- 
tended as a refutation of what Mr. 
Nixon called “false allegations” by a 
southern California newspaper that he 
hadoised leftover 1968 campaign funds 
to buy the San Clemente property. 
The audit shows that all of the 
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joining properties in Key Bis- 
cayne. This is roughly equiva- 
lent to the presidential salary 
Mr. Nixon has received during 
the last four years. 

The -audit made no men- 
ion of any capital gains 
)ene.fit to Mr. Nixon or to 
.lie Abplanalp investment 
iompany. Nor did it deal 
vith the increase in value 
|hat might accrue to the 
tfixon home, known as “La 
Pasa Pacifica,” because of 
|he $5.9 million spent for 
equipment and security at 
he adjoining western White 
louse.

duration of his presidency. 
Afterward, he will own the 
choicest oceanfront acreage 
plus his house. 

In addition to the $416,- 
200. the President has also 
paid S 167.290 for taxes, utili- 
ties. maintenance and insur- 
ance at San Clemente. This 
breaks down to $72,298 for 
real estate taxes, $31,175 for 
utilities. S4.713 for fire and 
casualty insurance and $69,- 
104 for household mainte- 
nance. 

Presi- 

dent has paid $228,198 in 
payments and interest on 
these properties, which have 
long been a matter of public 
record. He* owes $160,000. 
The original down uayments 
cajgfc from a $_§5 .0mi..loaii 
from the Firsf National Bank 
of Miami, which has since 
been paid off. 

The mortgage holders on 
the Key Biscayne propert- 
ies are the First Federal 
Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion of Miami, which is

ments due in l$85 t and the 
Greater Miami Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association, 
which is charging a 7.5 per 
cent interest rate with all 
payments due in 1994. 

Presently, the President 
has monthly payments of 
$1,399 on the two Key Bis- 
cayne properties, which ad- 
join houses owned by Re- 
bozo and Abplanalp. 

I Warren said that the 
President had been aided 
tin the preparation of his 
^report by two attorneys, H. 
\Chapman Rose of Cleve- 



land and Kenneth Gemmell 
pf Philadelphia. The two 
lawyers also recommended 
£tlie accounting firm of 
[Coopers & Lybrand. 

Mr. Nixon paid for the 
audit from his own funds, 
Warren said, but he de- 
clined to say how much it 
had cost him. 



f Warren referred frequent- 
ly in the briefing to “false 
allegations” and “false im- 
pressions” about the pur- 
' chase of the land. He said 
, afterward that this was a 
i reference to a story which 
first appeared in the Santa 
Ana (Calif.) Register alleg- 
ing that campaign funds had 
heen used in the purchase 
|jof the homes. 

The story has never been 
substantiated, but it prompt- 
ed the White House to pro- 
vide information about the 
San Clemente urchases. 

White House press secre- 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler was 
prompted by the story to 
issue a statement calling 
the account “totally false 
and unfounded.” In the 
process of proving its case, 
the White House issued a 
May 25 explanation about 
the San Clemente purchase. 

The audit issued today 
was in response to subse- 
quent questions by report- 
ers calling upon the White 
House to document its case. 

“It is our hope that this 
will put to rest once and for 
all the questions about the 
purchase of the President's 
home and property at San 
Clemente . . Warren said 
in making the audit report 



and accompanying docu- 
ments available today. 

Warren said that the re- 
lease of such information 
was “i miircppndcnted“ by 
• President. 

I The audit issued today 
[and the May 25 statement 
fboth differ substantially 
: from earlier versions of the 
LSan Clemente transaction. 
JAs recently as last October, 
fwhite House officials were 
paying that no buyer had 
ibeen found for the property 
j surrounding Mr. Nixon's. 

Mr. Nixon has a well-publi- 
cized love of privacy, and the 
use of the land re-purchased 
from him by Abplanalp will 
insure that he gets it in San 
Clemente as long as he is 
President. Abplanalp has 
given assurances that the 23 
acres will remain as a buffer 
zone around Mr. Nixon's 
property during the duration 
of his Presidency. 

The question of privacy 
ai^ose in another context here 
today when reporters ques- 
tioned Warren about the fail- 
ure of the White House to 
notify White House reporters 
when the President took so- 
litary drives over the week- 
end. Under an informal 
agreement between the 
White House and the wire 
services, the wire services 
are notified on a pool basis 
of presidential movement. 

This is still the policy, War- 
ren said, but he indicated 
that it would be changed by 
the President whenever he 
wishes. 

“The President from time 
to time wants to be private, 
and that was one of those 
times,” Warren said.
